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EDITOR'S    PREFACE. 


"VT"0  apology  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  issuing  of  this  volume  of  anthems  for 
congregations.  The  increasing  interest  shown  in  the  musical  development  of 
congregations  to  a  point  where  they  may  worthily  assist  in  sacred  song,  is,  however, 
sufficient  excuse,  if  such  be  needed,  for  adding  to  the  very  scant  material  now  available 
for  this  purpose. 

The  anthems  have  been  selected  and  the  adaptations  made  with  great  care,  quite 
a  proportion  appear  in  print  for  the  first  time  in  this  country. 

The  order  of  the  anthems  will  be  found  to  be  according  to  the  grade  of  difficulty, 
the  first  being  no  more  difficult  than  the  ordinary  hymn  tune,  while  those  near  the  end 
of  the  volume  require  more  skill  in  reading  music. 

Much  prominence  has  been  given  to  unison  singing  accompanied  by  an  interesting 
organ  part,  as  being  most  desirable  and  effective  in  congregational  worship,  on  account 
of  the  unavoidable  mixing  of  the  parts'  from  promiscuous  seating  during  service. 

The  main  object  of  this  book  is  to  place  in  the  hands  of  congregations  suitable 
material  for  enriching  church  services,  and  to  lead  all  the  people  to  join  in  the  worship 
and  praise  of  God. 

If  the  church  has  the  services  of  a  choir,  the  congregational  anthem  may  take  the 
place  of  one  of  the  hymns,  if  thought  desirable  ;  but  if  there  be  no  choir,  and  the  sing- 
ing is  wholly  done  by  the  congregation,  then  an  anthem  may  take  the  place  of  the  usual 
choir  anthem. 

It  may  be  remarked,  incidentally,  that  the  first  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  of  the 
weekly  church  prayer  meeting  have  been  found  to  be  an  excellent  time  for  the  rehearsal, 
under  a  competent  drill  master,  of  the  music  for  the  following  Sabbath.  It  is  also  sug- 
gested that  upon  introduction  as  an  anthem  book  in  the  congregation,  this  book  be

used  simultaneously,  for  a  time,  in  the  Sunday  School,  that  both  old  and  young  may  the 
more  readily  become  familiar  with  the  anthems  and  be  able  to  join  intelligently  in  the 
singing  in  church  service. 

Frequent  repetition  of  the  anthems  is  absolutely  necessary  to  success  in  the  use  of 
this  book,  and  to  this  end  the  number  of  anthems  contained  in  this  collection  is  not  large, 
but  it  is  believed  that  every  one  will  be  found  available,  in  due  time,  by  congregations 
who  adopt  the  book. 

That  this  little  volume  may  receive  careful  consideration  from  all  interested  in  this 
department  of  church  service,  and  may  accomplish,  in  some  degree  at  least,  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  sent  forth,  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Editor.
